a minimum of 8 people would he required, While no firm olan is in place (it

However, I would ask that all 
members have a few items ready to go on a moments notica, should thev be 
required. This can save valuable time in an emergency, and honéfully you will 
nave everything you vced.

5) Keep your gas tank at least half full. Remember, if and when an emergency 


occurs, it may not be in town, and it may not be convaniant to get gas on
